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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: the material Mentek 
is unclear, as no composition is disclosed. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The material Mentek is not fully disclosed in the specification or the claims. The 
composition or material properties are not disclosed and one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not know what the material is. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wang (US 5,425,723). 
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Regarding claims 1 and 2, Wang teaches an elongated tube (32) with side ports (50) 
and an elongated porous insert (38) positioned concentrically within the tube (Fig 2). 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sheridan (US 3,595,241). 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Sheridan teaches an elongated tube (30) with side ports (12) 
and an elongated porous insert (56) positioned concentrically within the tube. 

4. Claims 1 ,2,4-7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by Abiuso et al (US 5,21 3,576). 

Abiuso et al teaches an elongated tube (28) with side ports (34) and an elongated 
porous insert (40) with pores around 15-30 microns positioned concentrically within the 
tube and bonds along the length of the porous member with an annular space of 
approximately 0.0 microns. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Wang, 
Sheridan, and/or Abiuso in view of Burns (US 5,032,1 13). 

Wang, Sheridan, and Abiuso disclose the catheter as above, but do not disclose that 
the porous member is not concentric with the outer tube. Burns discloses a catheter 
with inner (18) and outer (12) tubes wherein the outer tube and inner tube are not 
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concentric (Fig 1 1 or Fig 13). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to make the tubes honconcentric as a matter of 
obvious design choice. 

7. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wang, 
Sheridan, and Abiuso in view of Reynolds (US 5,370,610). 

Wang, Sheridan, and Abiuso disclose the invention as above but fail to teach an air filter 
in the flow path of the catheter. Reynolds discloses a catheter with an air filter in the 
flow path of a catheter (64). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to include an air filter in order to prevent bacteria 
from entering the body. 

Double Patenting 

8. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101 ) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101 . 

9. Claims 1-10 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 1-10 of copending Application No. 1 1/364, 767. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented.
